Some More Bad News? 



Communist Trap? 



During the years of United States 
involvement in Vietnam, the ad- 
ministrations in Washington might 
have received more unanimous 
support for the nation's par- 
ticipation—both at home and 
abroad— had the goals been more 
clearly and honestly stated. 

The same may be said of the 
current buildup in military activity 
in Laos. But on the face of what is 
-taiown about current American 
involvement in that country, it is 
possible the communists are 
designing a trap more serious than 
the one which has snared the 
United States for more than five 
years in Vietnam. 

Vietnam is not the most ideal 
spot for a confrontation between 
the U. S. and the communist world, 
tNit Laos is worse in many ways. It 
is a landlocked coimtry which 
■- —sbaFes-hordets with nhina and '• 
North Vietnam. The terrain is little 
more than jungles and mountains. 
t Tho-e are no supply routes worthy 
of the name. 

The political situation is less 
stable than in Vietnam, and 
Laotian troops far smaller in 
number and more poorly trained. 
All factors considered, Laos could 
be the worst place in the world for 
the United States to repeat t^e 



mistakes of Vietnam. 

It would be folly for Washington 
to send ground forces into Laos, as 
the administration apparently has 
no intention of doing, and only 
slightly less hazardous to provide 
large numbers of ground "ad- 
visers" and bombers and other air 
support. 

In Southeast Asia, the 
predicament of U. S. defense 
assistance now has reached the 
point that the communist axis can 
turn on almost at will organized 
troop activity in any one of several 
countries. The goal is to not only 
capture territory, and perhaps 
entire governments, but to drain U. 
S. resources by maintaining 
pressiu-e sufficiently to keep the U. 
S. from disengaging completely 
from any of the fields of battle 
without risking the fall of the 
countiyJavolval 

"Laos' is the point for both the 
administration and Congi'css to 
discuss thoroughly and frankly just 
how far the U. S. is willing to go in 
its defense assistance to Southeast 
Asia. The American people are 
weary of fighting stalemated wars 
which b^an surreptitiously and 
grew to^ the point of no return. 
Laos must not be another one. 



WASHINGTON - Anyone for 
another piece ^ of bad news' 
Boiled down,' the private 
thinldng within the Nixon ad- 
ministration reflects a fear that 
the United States can't win in 
Laos, no matter what we do. 

That gloomy prospectus was 
the gist of hitherto undisdosed 
testimony by a gaggle of high 
government ofiidals before the 
Symington subcommittee of the 
Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. As lias been the 
case so often in the past, the 
Communist policy in that UtUe 
landlocked Idngdom is based on 
the confidence men's 
proposition that heads ttiey win, 
tails we lose. 

As it stands at this writing, 
the Communist North Viet- 
namese and Laotian Pathet Lao 
forces probably could take over 
Laos whenever it so wished, 
with little President Nixon 
could do about it short of 
cinnmitting American forces to 
another all-out Vietnam war. 
Even with the help of U.S. 
"advisers" from the Central 
Intelligence Agency and 
American liombing support, the 
royal Laotian government could 
not prevent an enemy takeover. 
It just ddesn't have the horses.

Birth control pills are a 
mixtnre of progesterone and 
estrogen.'- The former is 
dominant when pregnancy 
occurs so wtiat 'the PUl" does 
is to raise the progesterone 
level continuously, thus 
creating a "pseudo pregnan- 
cy." This in ttsm prevents 
ovulation. 

Whether progesterone is tbe 
sole factor involved in tlie 
alleged or reported com- 
plications of "the Pill" has not 
been definitdy estahlishfd so 
far as I can learn.
